W AS T H E -D E FE N D A N T INSANE? 


!• A Q uestion W hich Attorney Core 


8 o u sh t to S ettle by Wit­ 
n e sses Y esterday. 


The prosecution in the Peterson 
trial reached the expert testimony yes­ 
terday afternoon with the introduction 
of Dr. H. V. Tiitton but the witnesl 
preceding the doctor on the strad, M. 
H. Dreher, furnished the ilrst oppor­ 
tunity for Attorney Gore to indicate 
the theory upon which the defense wa^ 
to be estábil-thed. 


It was diflicult for Mr. Gore to reach 
ibe testimony by wnich it was intended 
té indicate that Peterson was lal>oring 
under emotional insanity when heat- 
tempted to kill Miss Harris without 
resortini; to hypothetical ({uestions,and 
such (|uestions the court had ruled 
must be Hubmitted in writinjr. 
Prose­ 
cutor V’alentine entered objections in 
quick succession. .Mome of which were 
KU-itaincd and others overruled. 
Mr. 
liorc pei’sisted and 
Invariably, i?ot 
his inlerrot^atorics in nuch shape as to 
receivc the indorsement of the court. 
From Witness M. H. Dreher he suc­ 
ceeded in )?ettinjj the, admission that 
Peterson was dalTy on the subject of 
his regard for Miss Harris. 


“He talked silly and incoherently 
about her,’’ said the witness, *‘and his 
conduct impressed me that he was a 
little off.” 
Peterson was employed by 
the witness at common labor from Oct­ 
ober until May In 1HU5. 
During that 
time he was courting Miss Harris. He 
*■ would píten return from a visit to Miss 
Harris in a greatly dejected condition 
and the witness was induced to believe, 
from Peterson’s manner, that if Miss 
Harris jilted him he would shoot her. 
Ml .i Gore could not disguise his satis­ 
faction when the witness stated that he 
was not surprised when he heard that 
Peterson had shot Miss Harris. 
With 
the attitude born of the consciousness 
of havinir made a ten-strike Mr. Gore 
■poke a hurried “that sail.” arui took 
his seat, leaving the words, coubidered 
so important by the defense, ringing in 
the ears of the jurors. 


Taking up the redirect examination 
of Dreher Prosecutor Valentiue asked 
of the witness why he did not Lell the 
Harris family that he suspected Peter- 
Hon of contemplating injury to Miss 
iCli/a, if, as he testilied. such a suspi­ 
cion lurked m his mind. Mr. Gore ob­ 
jected to the question on the ground 
that the pros»*' *or had no right to 
cross-examli* 
«is own witness- 
The 
ol>jection 
over-ruled and the wit­ 
ness answered that he did not consider 
it a part of his businesfc so to do. To 
Mr. Valentine Dreher stated that Pet- 
.erson was sane on all subjects but his 
»tteclion for Miss Harrin, and, he evi­ 
dently was “stuck” on her. 


‘What do you mean to convey by 
the word, “stuckV” usked the prosecu­ 
tor. 


“Well, I mean he was deeply in love 
v/ith the girl.” 


for the privilege of calling a witness 
not included In the list upon the In­ 
formation, to identify the bullet, if it 
became necessary. The request was 
granted. 
, ^ ^ 
“Doctor, can you distinguish between 
an act of passion and an act of insan- 
ityV” was about the first question asked 
by Attorney Gore upon the cross-ex­ 
amination. 
,. . . 
“There are peculiarities sometimes,” 
said the doctor slowly, “that assist in 
distinguishing between the two. As a 
rule a person who has committed a 
criminal act during a heat of passion 
will endeavor to osca^ie alter commit­ 
ting the crime, while in cases of insan­ 
ity there is^ usually no inclination to es­ 
cape. 
Juror Vincent wanted further light 
on the subject and he asked permission 
of the court lo ask the doctor a ques­ 
tion, which was granted. This was his 
question: 


“If a person after committing acrime 
made no etl’ort to escape, would that be 
evidence of insanity?” 


The doctor confessed he didn’t know. 
Mr. Gore continued;hisinterrogatories. 
He asked: 


“If in person committed a crime and 
then lingered about, making no cfTort 
to escape, would not that be evidence 
of insanity?” 


“I object,’’camefrom Mr. Valentine, 
on the grounds that there is no evi­ 
dence tending to show that Peterson 
ingercd about the Harris’ home after 
committing his crime.” 


“Wliy, Your Honor, the jury and 
everybody who has heard the tesihnony 
n this case knows that Peterson sat in 
a chair at the Harris’ home for ten 
minutes after doing the shooting,” pro­ 
claimed Mr. iîore with great eloquence. 


The court advised that the question 
be couched in other language. 
“All 
right,” said Attorney Gore und he put 
t this way: 


“When u criminal is left lo libort.v and 
las ample time to escape, but remains, 
8 that not evidence of insanity on the 
>art of tlie criminalr’* 


Mr. Valeniine again objected for the 
same reason as before. 
The court 
ruled that the fact of whether Mr. 
Gore was cotining himself oij a Hue with 
the evidence was a matter which tbe 
jury must determine. 


Before an answer was obtained from 
tlie doctor, court ad journed until Mon 
day at 9 o’clock. E S. Tubbs and U. ( 
Binsabaugh were al^o sworn yesterday, 
the latter testifyinir that Peterson told 
him while in his custody ¡mmediately 
after the shooting that he intended to 
kill Miss Harris. 


Dr. H. V^ Tutton, the physical who 
attended Miss Harris after the shoot­ 
ing, minutely described every circum­ 
stance connected with his visit. He 
identified the corsei, and other articles 
of Miss Harris’ wearing apparel, which 
bad been pierced by the builet. 
The 
doctor stated that when he called Miss 
}Iarris was suffering from nervousness 
and had a wound over the sixth rib 
which appeared to have been iniiictet 
by a bullet which had lodged against a 
corset steel. The bullet was shown 
the witness but he could not positively 
identify it, and turning to Attorne;^ 
Gore the prosecuting attorney said: 
Muppose you will admit this to be the 
bulieitaKen from Miss Harris’ clothes.' 


“ We will make no admisBion/’ was 
the curt rejoinder.

W ith a K nife. 


(rcorge Congdou, living on Second 
street, was arre.sted last night by Ofti- 
cer Johnson while in the act of brand­ 
ishing a carving knife over the head of 
his aged father. He had eotnmitted an 
assault upon his mother from the in­ 
juries of which she is coniined to her 
bed and with bis hands on the throat of 
his father he had his hand raised to 
strike him with a knife when the offi­ 
cer entered. 


The screams of the mother, an aged 
and decrepid person, had brought a 
crowd to the Congdon home, but the 
threats of the exasperate/1 son had 
kept the rescuer.s at bay.

Mr. Clark said he thought the pres­ 
ent strenuous measures taken to pre­ 
vent tlie spread of the disease would 
result in keeping it within control 
and eventually would stop it entirely 
He intimated that Dr. Cunlain was be­ 
ing attacked by the others because he 
was doing more business than the 
other two combined. 


Charles Springer, in whose family 
the first case of diphtheria developed, 
is still barred from his house. 
He is a 
llagman on the Michigan Central rail­ 
road, and, being unable to vi^it bis 
home, sleeps on the tloor in tiie station. 
He said: 


“The trouble began because I called 
Dr. Cunlain to attend my little girl and 
she died. 
But tbe two other children 
and my wife got well, and 1 believe 
that Dr. 
Cunlain saved them. Dr. 
Wildanger wanted me to hire him, but 
I would not do it, and so he tried to 
make it hot for Cunlain and run him 
out of town, Wildanger is hightoned, 
and has a diploma, but 1 guess Cunlain 
is all right, even if he has no diploma. 
He cures most of his patients and the 
other doctors lose theirs. I guess that 
diplomas don’t malie good doctors.

THÉ ISLAND CAVE. 


#1 
. A 


In tho morning watch on board tbe 
bark Pawnee, bound from Colombo, 
Ceylon, to tho cape of Good Hope, we 
were washing down the dec^ks on tbe 
80th day of October, 1800, when a man 
who had been sent aloft to examine a 
tail which had been damaged in a squall 
during the previous night shouted down 
to the mate tliat ho could see a mau on 
a raft about a mile away and almost 
directly in our course. Wo were then 
midway between Ceylon and the Chu- 
gos islands, with sea room for 500 miles 
in every direction. 


Thu aunouncemeut of tho man on the 
raft did not produce nmcli excitement. 
Natives are frequeutly blowu off the is­ 
lands on rafts and catuuuirans from 
W’hich they have beeu il.shing, and we 
believed this is to bo such a case. We 
were up with him iu a few mlnute.s and 
great was our surprise to Hud him a 
white mau and a .sailor. Tho raft was a 
rudo bot stout iilTuir, w*hich be had 
made from driftwood, aiid it carried a 
cargo as W’oll as tho man. Securely 
lushed to the planks aud timbers were 
four laigo elepliaiit tu.sksandau eartlien 
jar. together with two other jars con- 
tainiug food aud water. The raft bad no 
sail, but was managed to a certain ex- 
teut by u rude steering oar. The casta- 
W’uy tw k thiugs coolly and was neither 
overgratefnl nor greatly surprised at 
being picked up. He m\w to it that his 
Cargo was safely aboard before be 
climbed over tbe rail aud he answered 
no questions until he was alone with 
the captain in the cabin. Then he told 
story which reached us two or three 
lonrs later. 


The name of the rescued sailor was 
WilliiUii Scott. He was mxsoud mate of 
Ceylon s(.*hooiier called the Happy 
Day. Threti mouths before we found 
liui the schoijiifr set out from some 
jiort on tiie India coast for Batavia, but 
encoimtered a typhoon aud was blowu a 
longdistance to tho west and finally 
wrecked on a coral reef surround ing an 
island. Of tho crew of eight men Scott 
alone escaped. He was carried a mile or 
more by tho W'aves and eu.>»t upon the 
beach aud he was so bruinetl and bat­ 
tered that he could nut stand uprigiit 
for three or four days. He Ix^lieved this 
island to be one of the easternmost of 
the Chagos, aud yet when he came to 
overhaul the chart aud read the descrip­ 
tions of the group ho could not place it 
among them. It was au island about a 
mile iu circumference, ro(»ky and bar­ 
ren, but having pleuty of fresh water on 
it. As for animal life, tiiere was not 
even a lisuird to be seeu, und but for the 
ravines and caves the nmu would have 
been rcmsted alive by the hot sun. There 
were shellfish in plenty, and he caught 
many fish left in pouds as the tide re­ 
ceded, but he had no fire. Sc*ott lived 
on the barren rock for 14 long weeks 
without once sighting a sail, and but for 
his own individual efforts tbe time 
might have been indefhiitely prolonged. 
One day a lot of wreckage from some 
nnforcnnate native craft drove ashore, 
and he secured planks and timbers and 
set about building a raft. Ho had made 
np his mind to put to sea aud take the 
chance of being picked up. 


The castaway had explored his island 
several times, but as the ground was 
much cut up aud difficult to get over he 
had not examined it closely. Entering 
tbe island from tlie south side was a 
narrow bay, being not over 20 feet 
wide, though very deep. This bay Ciime 
near ontting the island in two, as it 
ran within 100 feet of the north end. 
It was in tbe still waters of the bay 
that Scott constructed his raft, and on 
ly when it was finished that he made a 
strange discovery. He poled it along 
one day to the head of the bay, and as 
be reached the end he saw the mouth o' 
a cave 15 feet above him on the right. 
It seemed to him that men had used 
tools to widen the mouth and to smooth 
the way up to it from the wa^r, and 
his curiosity was aroused He foiwd the 
month of the, cave large enough to ad 
mit a hogshead, and there was every 
vtaion to believe t|iat it had once beeu 
Hooked op with stones squared for the 
pnrpoes Mid oemented itt 
These ttooes 
tuA hew shaken loose by some grsai 
Jar aod had rolled down into the bay 
The esvo was 80 feet long by dO wide 
JO feet high, drf and airy, and »

miia*a ilory wosM hsvo ___ 
and ridkialM. B» m M ' b* hilS tgwdt 
gold and ivory-rs grwtforlBB» He 
had the ivory and the gold to ptovo hiti 
atitrtioni. It made no dlfftfeiibe that 
heoonld not identify the IslaBd—Ihst 
the chart did not place i t It was a 
qneer story, bnt with the proofs at hand 
to back it what conld we do bnt believe? 
Onr captain was a Sootchman, and he 
took a wUblo day to think the matter 
over and assure himself that the ttnft 
before him was actnally gold and ivory. 
Then he made Scott a proposition. The 
sailor knew the worth of what he had 
secured-—knew that he was fixed for 
life, and having knocked abont on the 
raft for nine days before we sighted 
him he was not at all anxions abont 
what he had left behind in tho oave. 
Our captain was. however, and m was 
every man of the crew. Tho mattOT was 
talked over, and It was finally agreed 
that Scott should pilot ns to the Island 
and take another jar ol^ gold dnst for his 
share. He w’onld then be Imided at Ba­ 
tavia to go where he pleased. Tho rest 
of the treasure was to bo recovered for 
the owners of the bark, bnt we were 
told that they would bo liberal with ail. 


It was a hard bargain tho Scotchman 
drove with the rescued sailor, bnt Scott 
fell iu with the idea and tho conrse of 
the ship was changed. Wo wero 200 
miles to the south of tho Chagos, hav­ 
ing passed them 50 miles to thg east, 
and as the wind was from the north we 
bad to beat back. This was slow work, 
and we had not yet made half the dis­ 
tance when wo got a gale from the 
west which sent us driving away to­ 
ward the Javanese coast until we wore 
almost in sight of it. Wo had then lo 
recover onr lost ground, but what With 
the loss of two topmasts and sovcnil 
sails in a squall and a coiitinmition of 
bad W’oathor it was 16 days before w 
man was st^iit to tho masthead to look 
for land. 


The (Jhagos archiiielago consists of a 
score of islands, banks and reefs. B<M)tt 
believed that his island was tho eastern* 
most one of all, but us ho conld not bu 
sure of it wo had to examine all. Run­ 
ning between them and around them 
was slow work, aud we had to feel our 
way, and it was six or seven days l»>- 
bre we reached the last. We had foniid 
no such islaiidjas dcHcrilted by the sail­ 
or, aud in our di.siipix>intmont and 
chagrin he came in for plent}* of abn.su. 
He retaliate«! by ¡Kjiiitiug to his treas­ 
ure. If there were no island, no cave aud 
no treasure, how did he come by tlu* 
ivory and gold dust? It was a convinc­ 
ing argument, and our captain decided 
0 Ixmr away to the east und search at 
japhaxard. At the close of tho fourth 
day, sailing back and forth across a sea 
sup(Kisc>d to contain no land for hun­ 
dreds of miles iu every direc^on bnt 
the west, we sighti^l Scott’s island. Onr 
man identified it as soon as it conld be 
si^en from tho deck, and we mn in .and 
came to iuichor for the night within a 
mile from the Ijeach. Had the night not 
been so dark I l)clievf> the captain would 
have had a boat down, but as it was ho 
dared not chuuce it. Such was tho ex­ 
citement aboard that no man slept for 
an hour, and as soon as daylight had 
come aud the mtm had a bite to eat wi: 
set off to secure tho treasure. 


We s<K>u found the ojKuing of the bay 
and rowe<l into it. Bcott had been on 
the islhud for over a year mid tho hut 
he occu))icd and the llag.^iiaff he i^reistcd 
wero in plain sight. At the eud of the 
bay we citme to tho cave, and, leaping 
out of the iKMit. the captain was tho first 
to enter. A moment later be reappeared 
und for the next quarter of an hour be 
cursed as 1 never heard a seaman before 
or since. The cave had been 


man 
plnndeiered. 


One broken tusk bad been left behind, 
and there was perhaps an ounce of gold 
dust lying on the spot W'hero Scott emp­ 
tied the jars. That was proof enough 
that he had told a straight story. When 
we laudeil aud went np to the hut, we 
soon solved the problem. Some whaler 
had touched there for wood and water. 
For w-ood they had nsed all the wreck 
stuff lyiug about aud bad alno partially 
pulled tlie but to pieces. They had filled 
their casks at the spring, and we conld 
still see the marks whera they hod been 
rolle<l down hill to the lioats. 


Then the Scotchman did a mean thing 
by tbe rescued sailor. He made a great 
ado of how he had deviated from his 
course and lost a fortnight’s timo and 
insisted that Scott divide with him. 1 
believe he threatened to leave him on 
the island if he didn’t. There was tron- 
ble for a few hours, and then the sailor 
came to terms, bnt not so much at a 
penny’s wortii was ever handed over to 
the owners or distributed among the 
crew. Scott was transshipped to a oraft 
bound for Java and that was tl^ lott I 
ever saw or heard of him. A yikr later, 
however, 1 met an American runaway' 
sailor in Batavia, and be told me that 
his craft, the Bessie Herrick of Marble­ 
head, put in at the island, remained for 
two days, aud her captain discovered 
the oave and the treasure while fishing 
in tb^ bay. He gave every man aboaid 
$100 in cash as a present, but kept the 
dust and the ivory and turned them inlb 
cash at Singapore. It was a rich bant 
of treasure, and tbe captain must hsve^ 
been made independent for life. How 
old the island was, how tbe treasnio 
came to be deposited there, who w m 
the rightful owneri of it—well, thoiB 
are quettioni I oannot answer. It 
a t least two years lafter we visitad tlie 
place before it was tnrveyed aud obsr- 
tered «->C. B. Lswit.
